In the execution, he was ably supported by the 
Officers already mentioned, and so eager were the 
other Officers of the Engineers of both Presidencies 
forthe houor of carrying the Powder Bags, that the 
point could only be decided by seniority, which 
shews the fine feeling by which they are animated. 

I must now inform your Lordship, that since I 


joined the Bengal Column in the Valley of Shawl, I 


have continued my march with it in cic Advance, and 
it has been my good fortune to have had the assist- 
ance of two ingst efficient Staff Officers, in Major 
Craigie, Deputy Adjutant General, and Major Gar- 
den, Deputy Quarter Master General. It is but jus- 
fice to those Officers, that I should state to your 
Lordship, the high satisfaction I have derived from 
the manuer in which all their duties have been per- 
formed up to this day, and that L look upon them as 
promising Officers, to fill the higher ranks. To the 
vther Olheers of both Departments TI am also much 
indebted for the correet performance of all duties ap- 
pertaining to their situations. 

To Major Kieth, the Deputy Adjutant General, 


‘and Major Campbell, the Deputy Quarter Master 


General of the Bombay Army, and to all the other 


| Officers of both Departments under them, my acknow- 


ledgements are also due, for the manner in which their 
duties have been performed during this Campaign. 

Captain Alexander, Commanding the 4th Bengal 
Loca) Horse, and Major Cunningham, Commanding 
the Poona Auxiliary Horse, with the men under their 
orders, have been of essential service to the Army if 
this Campaign. 

The arrangements made by Superintending Surgeons 
Kennedy and Athinsun previous to the Stormeug, for 
affording assistance and comfurt to the wounded, met 
with my approval. 

Major Parsons, the Deputy Commissary General 
in charge of the Department in the Field, fas been 
unremitting in his atteution to heep the Troops sup- 
plied, although much difficulty is experienced, and 
he is occasionally thwarted by the nature of the 
Country and its inhabitants. 

I] have throughout this Service, received the utmost 
assistance I cuuld desire from Lieutenant Colonel 
Macdonald, my Officiating Military Secretary, and 
Deputy Adjutant General of Her Majesty's Forces, 
Bombay, from Captain Powell, my Persian Interpre- 
ter, and the other Officers of my Persunal Staff. The 
nature of the Country in which we are serving, pre- 
vents the possibility of iny sending a single Staff Of- 
ficer to deliver this te your Lordship, otherwise, I 
should have asked my Aid-de-Camp Lieutenant 
Keane, to proceed to Simla todeliver this Dispatch 
into your hands, and to have affurded any further in- 
formation that your Lordship could have desired. 

The brilliant triumph we have obtained, the cool 
courage displayed, and the gallant bearing of the 
‘Troops I have the honor to Command, will have 
taught such a lesson to our enemies in the Afghan 
Nation, as will make them hereafter respect the name 
ofa British Soldier. 

Our lows ig wonderfully small, considering the occa- 
sion; the Casualties in killed and wounded, amount 
to about 200. 

The loss of the enemy is immense—we have al- 
ready buried of their dead nearly 500, together with 
an immense number of horses. 

I enclose a list-of the killed, wounded and missing ; 
I am happy to say, that althqugh the wounds of some 
of the Officers are severe, they are all doing well. 


It is my intention, after selecting & Garrison for 
this place, and establishing a General Hospital, to 
continue my march to Cabool forthwith.

KV. and it is heveby enacted that the Court of 
Seusions, with the sanotion of the Governor of 
Bombay in Council, shall st ail times have power 
and authority to require any ground qithia the Islande 
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of Bombay or Colaba to be given up for the purpose 
of widening or altering any existing public road, 
street, or other thoroughfare, or drain. or for making 
any new public road, atreet, or other thoroughfare, or 
drain, or for any other public purpose whatever. 

XVI, And it is further enacted that wherever 
ground required to be given up under any of the pre- 
ceding Clauses, or any building thereon, shall be or be 
of the nature of private property, or when beirg 
ground of the Hon'ble Company any substantial im- 
provernent shall have been made in the value thereof, 

the Surveyor to the Court of Petty Sessions shall 
cause an estimate to be made of such private interest, 
or of any such improvement, and the amount of 
such estimate, if duly sanctioned by the Hon'ble 
the Governor in Council, or such other sum as that 
authority shall sanction, shall be offered by the said 
Surveyor tothe owner or other person in possession 
of the said) ground or building, aud if such offer be 
accepted the amount thereof shall be paid to such 
owner or other person whose receipt for the same 
shall be a sufficient release and discharge to the said 
Court of Petty Sessions, and therenpon the said Court 
of Petty Sessions shall become and be the legal 
owners of (he said ground, or building, for the purposes 
of this Act, and all and every person or persons inter- 
ested in the premises shall be thenceforth to all intents 
and purposes divested of all right, title, and Interest 
of, in, or tothe same, provided always that nothing 
herein contained or hereby authorized shall have the 
effect of deciding that the person to whom any money 
shall be paid as aforesaid is in law or equity the owner 
of any part of such money, and in case any conflicting 
clainis shall be set up thereto befure the same shil!

in tho manner provided in Section XXIII herein- 
aiter contained. 

XVII. And it is further enacted that where such 
offer shall be made as aforesaid, and the person or 
persons to whom the same, shall be made shall 
refuse to accept the same. as being Jess than the 
value of the suid property, or interests, then and in 
such case the Court of Petty Sessions shall cause the 
value of the property, or interests for which compensa- 
tion is to be given to be ascertained by a Jury of twelve

General shall bea sufficient discharge to the Court of

notice shall be punishable on conviction before the said 
Court of Petty Sessions by fino not exceoding 500 
Rupees and not less thau 10 Rupees. And the said 
Surveyor shall have power to cause the nuisance to be 
taken down and removed, and to sell and dispose of 
the materials thereofin like manner as is hereinafter 
directed concerning the taking down ruinous buildings;

prevent the person or persons to whum such notice 
shall be given appealing therefrom to the said Court

roofs or weather frames from the Upper stories of their 
Houses to the extent of 3 feet beyund their foundation 
or over any public road, street, or other thoroughfare, 
and to the occupiers of buildings in exposed situations 
facing between the South and West in Streets of the 
above width to make such projection to the extent of 
five feet. 

And it is further enacted, that where any 
scaffolding shall be used in or near any public road,

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said Court of Petty Sessions, if he shall think fit so 
to do, to give notice in writing to the owner or ocen- 
pier of such house, or building, or other person direc- 
ting the work, to cause such scaffoldiag to be masked 
or covered on the outside thereof so agto prevent any 
thing falling therefrom to the injury of persons pass- 
ing below, and if the owner, oceupier or other person 
as aforesaid shall neglect to obey such notice within 
one week after receiving the same, such offender shall 
be punishable on conviction befure the Court of Petty 
Sessions by fine not exceeding 500 Rupees nor less 
10 Rupees. 

XXV. And it is further enacted that the tiles of 
roofs within the said Islands shall be properly secured, 
so as to prevent their falling to the injury of passen- 
gers on any public road, street or other thoroughfare, 
and the owner or occupier of any house the tiles of 
which are not so secured shall, if he neglect to secure 
the same within one weck after having received notice 
so to do from the said Surveyor to the Court of Petty 
Sessions, be punishable on conviction before the said 
Court by fine not exceeding 500 Rupees nor less than 
10 Rupees. 

XXXVI. And it is hereby enacted, that it shall be 
lawful for the Surveyor to the Court of Petty Sessions 
to give notice in writing to the owner or occupier 
of any house, or building, within the Islands aforesaid, 
from which water may fall on any public road, or 
ground, to putup such gutters or channels for catching

Andit is hereby enacted that when any 
building or any part thereof at or near any public read, 
street, or other thoroughfare in any part of the said 
Islands, is in a ruinous condition, 1t shall be lawful for 
the said Surveyor to tho Court of Petty Sessions to 
wause a sufficient boarding or protection to be 
put up for the safety of all passengers, and the said 
Surveyor shall cause notice in writing to bo given to

ingly offend aguinst the provisions of this Act, shall be 
punishable on conviction before the said Comt of 
ay Sessions by fine not eacceding 200 Rupees and 
not less than 5 Rupees. 

XXXII. And itis hereby enacted that the amount 
of all fines and penalties and costs in the nature of 
fines and penalty that may be incurred and payable 
under this Act shall be levied Ly warrant, unde: the 
hands and seals of two or more of the Magistrates in 
Petty Sessions, and when received shall be added to 
and form part of the County Fund, and if on such dis-

To ++ qulate the qranting and withholding Licenses for 
the sale of Liquors within the Island of Bombay. 


I Tt is hereby enacted, that all powers and duties 
now vested by law in Her Majesty’s Justices of the 
Peace in Bombay with respect to granting and with- 
holding licenses for the sale of Arrack, Toddy, and 
other Spirituous and Fermented Liquors, within the 
Island of Bombay, shall, from and after the passing 
ot this Avt, be vested In and discharged by the Col- 
lector of Land Revenue ; but the said Justices at 
Quarter Seasions assembled shall have power in their 
diveretion to quash or alter such licenses or to with- 
draw the same on the breach of any of the conditions 

hereof. 

Ordered, that the Draft now read be published for 
general information, 

Ordered, that the said Draft be re-considered at the 
first meeting of the Legislative Council of India after 
the 26th day of November next.

Act No.-=— of 1899, 


For the Regulation of Buildings in the Islands of 
Bombay and Colaba. 


J. It is hereby enacted that the first twelve Articles 
of Rule Ordinange and Regulation III of 1812, pas- 
red by the Governor of Bombay in Council, end 
the 18th, 25th, 26th, and all following Articles af the 
same Rule Ordinance and Regulation, and the Lat, 
2d, Sth and 7th Articles of Rule Ordinance and Regu-. 
lation IIL of 1815, passed by the said authority be 
repealcd. , 

II, And it is hereby enacted that, all persons in- 
tending to ercct or rebuild any building within the 
Islands of Bombay and Colaba which shall approach 
is auy part within twenty-five feet of the edge or side 
of any public road, street, or other thoroughfare, or 
intending to alter any building within the said Islands 
by extending the foundation thereof, so that any part 

such foundation shall approach within the same dis- 
tance of the edge or side of any such public place, 
shal}, before commencing ta do #0, obtain from the Cal- 
lector of Land Revenue in Bombay a certificate of the 
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*pecific ground intended to be used, and from the Sur- 
veyor to the Court of Petty Sessions in Bombay, an 
endorsement on such certificate of the nature of the 
work which, according to the provisions of this Act, 
public convenience, and the intention of the party, 
can and is proposed to be executed. 

Ill. And it is hereby enacted that in all cases in 
which the Surveyor to the said Court of Petty Sessions 
shall be satisfied that the intended building or altera- 
tion is in compliance with the provisions of this Act, 
and that no part of the ground to be covered thereby 
is wanted fur public purposes, ho shall endorse the 
said certificate as above enacted, and in cage an 
party shall feel aggrieved by the withholding of aah 
indorsement, or by the terms or restrictions of any 
such indorsement, he shall be at liberty to bring the 
matter of his complaint before the said Court of Pet 
Sessions, whose decision thereon shall be final ; prov. 
always that no certificate, and no such indoregment

V1 And it is hereby enacted that whoever shall 
alier any. such egrtificate.as aforesaid without the 
sanction of the Collector of the Land Revenue and 
of the Surveyor ta the rt of Petty Sessions, or 
chall alter any endorsement on withaut the sanc- 
tion of the Surveyar to the of Petty Sessions, 
shall be ptinishable on conviction befére the said Court 
of Petty Sessions by fine not ezeetding 500 rupees or 
by imprisonment in the house of correction for atty 

mie not exceeding four calendar months with or with- 
out hard labor. . 

VIL. And it fs hereby enacted that no building 
heresfter to be erected within the walle of the Forts 
of Bembay shall be erected higher thwn 50 feet mea- 
sured from the surface of the street to the extreme of 
the roof’; light.open’ balistrades or’ railings of any 
me not yiflen paket! howevet be added round 
the outer edge of Qie' roof for the purpose of gusrd- 
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{ng against accident. but such balustrades or railings 
aro to have no roof or coverlig, and all persons of+ 
fending herein shall on conviction before the said 
Court of Petty Sessions be punishable by fine not 
exceeding 500 rupees and not less then 10 rupees. 

. And it is ney enacted that no chs ri or 
otherinflammable materials shall be made use of in the 
external: roof or walls of any building within the 
Fort walle of Bombay, nor in the external part of any 
buiidigg without the Fort walls of Bombay in any 
place or places within the Talands aforesaid to be 
declared by the Governor of Bombay in Council by 
Proclamation in the Government Gazette, and that 
every person offending herein shall on conviction be- 
fore the said Court of Petty Sessions be punishable 
by fine not exceeding 500 rupees and not less than 
10 rupees. 

1X. And it is hereby enacted that no building of 
any doscription shall be erected in the Islands of Bom- 
bay or Colaba iu such manner as shall destroy, injure 
or prejudicially interfere with any of the water courses 
or the drainage of the said Islands, or either of them, 
and upon notice being given by the said Surveyor or 
the Court of Petty Scssions to the owner or other 
person under whose directions any work may be 
going on, that such work is injurious to and does or 
will interfere with any water course or the drainage 
of the said Islands or cither of them, such person shall 
immediately thereupon discontinue such work, and 
if he feels aggrieved by such notice, shall bring the 
matter of his complaint before the said Court of Petty 
Sessions, whose opinion and adjudication thereon shall 
be final ; and in case such person shall not, on 
receiving such notice as aforesaid, discontinue the 
said work, he shall be punishable on conviction before 
the said Court of Petty Sessions, by fine not exoveding 
rupees 500 and not less than rupees 10. 


X And it is hereby enacted that in case the said 
Court of Petty Sessions on any appeal to them under tho 
last preceding section, or upon special application of 
their Surveyor, and after hearing the parties concerned, 
shall be of opinion that the work deemed objectionable 
by the said Surveyor will destroy or be injurious to or 
prejudicially affect any of the water courses or the 
drainage of the said Islands, or cither of them, then 
the said Court shall make an order for the discon- 
tinuance and immediate removal of the said work or 
of 80 much thereuf as is objectionable: and in case the 
owner or other person conducting such work ahall not 
obey such order he shall be punishable on conviction 
befowe the said Court of Petty Sessions by fine not ex- 
ceeding Rupees 500 and not less than Rupees 16:

tion is to be given to be ascertaiued by a Jury of twelve 
indifferent men resident ou the Island, tou be Suramon- 
ed by the Sheriffin manner hereinafter mentioned, and 
the said Court of Petty Sussions is hereby empowered

The following Act is passed by the Eon'ble the 
President of the Council of India in Council on the 
26th August 1889, with the assent of the Right 
Hon’ble the Governor General of India, which has 
been read and recorded. 


Ordered, that the Act be promulgated for general 
information. 
Acr No. XXI. or 1839. 


An Act for the trial of prisoners charged with the 
commission of certain petty offences in the Town of 
Caleutta and on the River Hooghly. 


1. Whereas it ie expedient to make further provi- 
sion in rogard to such charges of felony as have been 
uanally determined by Justices of the Peace, under 
the authority of the Bye Lawa 2.7 the Town of Cal- 
cutta; by preventing, as far as is cbnxj-tent with the 
attainment of justice, any delay of trial, or inconve- 
nience to prosecutors, witnesses and Jurymen; by 
limiting the powers heretofore exercised by such 
Justices; and by subjecting their proceedings upon 
convictions for felony to more regular control and 
revision: and whereas it js also expedient to pro- 
vide the like remedy in cases of assaults commit- 
ted in certain parts of the River Hooghly without 
the limits of the Town of Calcutta as hath been 
rovided in cases of assaults committed within such 
imits ¢ 


It is, therefore, hereby enacted, that it shall not 
be lawful for any Justices or Justice of the Peace 
to sentence any person charged with the commission 
of any felony within the Town of Calcutta, or with 
the possession of stolen property within the same 
Town, by virtue of any Bye-Law for tne Town of 
Caleutta, or by virtue of such Bye-Law and nnder 
Act IV of 1895, or otherwise than according .o the 
Provisiona of this Act; and the Sixth Section of a 
certain Rule Ordinance aud Regulation entitled a 
Rule Ordinance and Regulation for the good order 
and Civil Government of tho Settlement of Fort 

iWiam in Bengal, pasaed in Council on the 26th 
day of duly in the Year of Our Lord 1814, and 

istered in the Supreme Court on the llth day 
of November in the same year, is hereby repealed. 


II, And it is hereby declared and onacted, that 
all persons charged with the commission of simple 
larceny within the Town of Calcutta may be tried by 
any Justice of the Peace for the said Town, pro- 
vided the value of the property which the prisoner 
is charged with having stolen does not, according to 
the belief of such Justice, exceed twenty rupees.

IX. And it is hereby enacted, that upon any

restored pursuant to auch order, to impose on any

restored. 


X. And it is hereby enacted, that all persons 
charged with the commission of any assault or bat. 
tery on board of any Merchant Ship employed on 
Sea Voyages, in the River Hooghly, or the mauths 
thereof, being part ofthe Territories of the East India 
Company, may be tried hefore any such Justice of 
the Peace, and on conviction aball be Hable to he 
punished bv «# fine not exceeding one hundred 
rupecs, to be levied and-enforced in manner provided 
by Act IT of 1839. And all the Provisions of this 
Act made in the case of charges of simple larceny

about 18,000 men. ;

Evtract from a Letter from His Excellency Lieutenant 
Gonaal Sia John Keane, KOC. B and G.C. A, 
datcd Head Quartus, Camp, Cabsul, &th August, 
189%. 

“ Tt gives me infinite pleasure to be able to address 
my Despatch to your Lordstip fiom this Capital, the 
vieinity of which His Majesty Shah Shooja ool Moolk, 
and the Army under my command reached the day 
before yesterday. The King entered hus Capital yes- 
terday afternoon, accompani d by the British Envoy 
and Minister and the Geutlamen of the Mission, and 
by mysclf, the Gonerals and Staff Ofhecrs of this Army, 
and escorted by a squadron of Fer Mayesty’s 4th 
Laight Dragoons, and one of Her Majesty's 16th 
Lancers, with Captain Martin’s Troop of Horse Arti- 
Jery. His Majesty had eapressed a wish that British 
Troops should be present on the occasion and a viry 
small party only of his own Tindoostance and Afghan 
Troops. After the animating scene of travcrsing the 
Streets, and reaching the Palace inthe Balla Hissar, a 
Royal Salute was fired, and an additional Salvo, m the 
Afghan style, fiom small Guns resembling wall pieces, 
named Gingalls, and carried ou Camels. We heartily 
congratulated [lis Majesty on being im possession of 
the Thione and Kingdom of lus ancestors, and upon 
the overthrow of his cnenics ; aud, after taking leave 
of His Majesty, we returned to om Camp. 


“ J] trust we have thus accomphshed all the objects 
which your Lordship had m contemplation, when you 
planned and formed the Army of the Indus, and the 
expedition into Afghanistan. 


“The conduct of the Army, both European and Na- 
tive, which your Lordship did me the honor to place 
under my orders, has been adnnrable throughout, and, 
notwithstanding the escvere marching and privations 
they have gone through, their appearance and disci 
pline bave suffertd nothing, and the opportunity af- 
forded them at Ghuznee of meeting and conquering 
their enemy, has added greatly to their good spirits. 


** The joint Despatch addressed by Mr. Macnaghten 
and myself to your Lordship on the $d Instant, from 
Shikarbad, will have informed you that, at the moment we 


. ag made every preparation to attack (on the following 
day) Dost Mahomed Khan in bis position at Urghun- 
dee, where, after hisson Mahomed Akhbar had joined 
him from Jellalabad, he had an aimy amounting to 
13,000 men, well armed. and eppginted, and thirty 
pieces of Artillery, we suddenly ‘Igarnt that he aban- 
doned them all aud fled with a’party¥of horsemen on 
the road to Bameean, leaving his Gung in position as 
he had placed them to receive our attack. 

| Tt appears thata great partof his Army, which was 
hourly becoming disorganized, refused to stand by hun 
in the position, to receive our attack, and that it soon 
became in a state of dissolution. The great bulk im- 
mediatcly came over to Shah Shooja, tendering their 
allegiance, and J belheve His Majesty will take most of 
them into his pay. 

“Tt scems, thatthe news of the quick and determined

The following Act is passed by the Tfon’ble the 
President of the Council of India in Council on the 
26th August 1839, with the assent of tho Right 
Hon'ble the Governor General of India, which has 
been read and recorded, 


Ordered, that the Act be promulgated for general 
information. 
Act No. XXL. or 1839. 


An Act for the trial of prisoners charged with the 
comtnission of certain petty offencesin the Town of 
Calcutta and on the River Hooghly. 

I, Whereas it is expedient tomake further provi- 
sion in regard to such charges of felony ay have been 
usually determined by Justices of the Peace, under 
the authority of the Bye Laws for the Town of Cal- 
eutta; by preventing, as far as is consistent with the 
attainment of justice, any delay of trial, or inconve- 
nience to prosecutors, witnesses and Jurymen ; by 
limiting the powers heretofore exercised by such 
Justices; and by subjecting their proceedings upon 
convictions for felony to more regwar control and 
revision: and whereas it is also expedient to pro- 
vide the like remedy in cases of assaults commit- 
ted in certain parts of the River Hooghly without 
the limits of the Town of Calcutta as hatl been 
rovided in cases of assaults committed withia such 
imits : 

It is, therefore, hereby enacted, that it sbal! not 
be lawful for ary Justices or Justice of the Peace 
to sentence any person charged with the commission 
of any felony within the Town of Calcutta, or with 
the possession of stolen property within the same 
Town, by virtue of any Bye-Law for the Town of 
Calcutta, or by virtue of such Bye- Law and under 
Act IV of 1885, or otherwise than according to the 
Provisions of this Act; and the Sixth Section of a 
certain Rule Ordinance and Regulation entitled a 
Rule Ordinance and Regulation for the good order 
and Civil Government of the Settlement of Fort 
William in Bengal, passed in Council on the 26th 
day of July in the Year of Our Lord 1814, and 
Registered in the Supreme Court on the Iith day 
of November in the same year, is hereby repealed. 


II. And it is pied declared and enacted. that 
all persons charged with the commission of simple 
Jareeny within the Town of Calcutta may be tried by 
any Justice of the Peace for the said Town, pro- 
vided the value of the property which the prisoner 
is charged with having stolen does not, according to 
the belief of such Justice, exceed twenty rupces. 

III. And it is hereby provided, that such Justice 
of the Peace shall not have power to sentence any 
such person to be imprisoned with or without hard 
labor for a Jonger period than six calendar months, or 
to be transported. 

1V. And it is hereby provided, that it shall be 
lawful for any Justice of the Peace before whom 
any person is charged with the cummission of any 


simple larceny, at his diseretion, instead of trying 
such person himself, to commit such person for tria 
before Her Majesty's Supreme Court of Justice in 
Calcutta. 


V. And it is hereby enacted, that every such 
Justice, after trying any offender charged with the 
commission of a simple larceny, shall cause his judg- 
ment to bedrawn up in the following form of words, 
or in such other form of words to the same effect as 
the case shall require, that is to say: 


Be it remembered that on the 
in the Yoar of Our Lord 
at Calcutta, A. B. is (ac- 
quitted, or convicted) hefore mo J P. a Justice of the 
Peace for the Town of Calcutta, on a charge of simple 
larceny, for that he the said A. B. did feloniously 
(here specify the alleged offence and the time and 
place when and where tho samo was committed, 
as the case may be) and I the said J. P. believe the 
value of the property stolen to amount to a sum 
not exceeding twenty rupees, that is to say —— 
rupees, and Ithe said J. P. adjudge the said A. 3. 
(here state that the prisoner is to be discharged, 
or the punishment he is to suffer, as the case 
may be )

VI. And it is hereby enacted, that once at least in 
every Term, and oftener if required by Her Majesty’s 
Supreme Court of Justice at Caleutta, every such 
Justice shall transmit to Her Majesty’s said Supreme 
Court of Justice all judgments whether of acquittal 
or conviction passed by him, together with the depo- 
sitions and examinations of the witnesses and pri- 
soners, there to be hept by the proper ollicer among 
the records of the Court. 

Vil. And it is hereby enacted, that upon the trial 
of any prisoner for simple larceny as aforesaid, every 
such Justice of the Peace shall require the witnesses 
against and on behalf of the prisoner to be sworn, vr 
to make solemn affirmation in cases where an alfirma- 
tion is by law permitted in the place of an oath, and 
shall cause the depositions of the witnesses wknd the 
examination of the prsoner to be reduced into writing, 
and every such deposition and examination shall be 
signed by such Justice. 

VITL. And it ax hereby enacted, that upon the trial 
of any person charged with the commission of sip 
larceny hefore any such Justice of the Peace as atore- 
said, if any person being duly summoned by sneh 
Justice shall refuse to attead as a witness, or to give 
evidence, he shall be Hable to be punisbed by Her 
Majesty's Supreme Court of Justice at Calcutla in 
like manner as if he had refused to attend as a wit- 
ness or to give evidence before Her Majesty's said Su- 
preme Court of Justice. 

1X. And it is hereby enacted, that upon any 
conviction for simple larceny as aforesaid, the Justice 
uf the Peace before whom any person shall be so 
committed shall have power to order the restitution 
of the property stolen, if forthcoming, to the owner 
or his representative, and in case of its not being 
restored pursuant to such order, to impose on any 
person rofusing or neglecting to restore the same 
a fine not oxeecding 20 rupees, and in default 
of payment to adjudge the person guilty of such 
neglect or refusal to be imprisoned for the space of 
one Calendar month unless the property be sooner 
restored. 

X, And it is hereby enacted, that all persons 
charged with the commission of any assault or bat- 
tery on board of any Merchant Ship employed on 
Sea Voyages, in the River Hooghly, or the mouths 
thereof, being part ofthe Territories of the Kast India 
Company, may be tried before any such Justice of 
the Peace, and on conviction shall be liable to he 
punished by a fine not exceeding one hundred 
rupees, to be levied and enforced in manner provided 
by Act IT. of 1839. And all the Provisions of this 
Act made in the case of charges of simple larceny 
shall, as far as they are applicable, be applied in the 
ease of such charges of assault or battery ag aforesaid. 

XI. And it is hereby declared that nothing in 
this Act contained shall be construed to affect the 
remedy of any person aggrieved by the conviction of 
any Justice of the Peace through the means of the 
Writ of Certioruri.

Also to note, 
with as much accuracy ax possible, the changes of 
direction fn the wind, and the time of the occurrence 
of each, and lastly, the duration of the Gale and in 
what quarter the wind is when it ceases. The varia- 
tiona of the Thermometer and Barometer at each 
period noticed wil! also be of importance if the means 
are forthcoming of making such observations. 


The President in Council refrains from making it 
the business of any particular Officer to note the 
above circumstances, but relies on the known desire 
of all enlightened abled to promote objects of 
Scientific and useful Enquiry that the public Officers 
will arrange in such manner as to ensure that the 
observations wil] be taken by some one in the vicinity
